The Ordinance of the Board of Supervisors levying the above 
amount (adopted September 23, 1 863), provided as follows : 

" § 5. The Committee on Annual Taxes are hereby authorized and directed to estimate 
and compute the taxes imposed by this ordinance, and cause the same to be properly set 
down or extended in the several Assessment Rolls or Tax Books, as required by section 25 
of Chapter 121 of the Laws of 1850 ; it shall also be the duty of said Committee to cause 
the items of said taxes to be carefully added, and to set down the amount of the same 
therein, and when completed to deliver the Tax Books relating to Real Estate to the Clerk 
of Arrears, in order that the unpaid water rents of the year 1862 may be entered therein 
as provided by section 10 of Chapter 579 of the Laws of 1853. " 

* ' 6 6. After the completion of the Assessment Rolls or Tax Books, as provided in the 
preceding section it shall be the duty of said Committee on Annual Taxes to procure from 
the members of the Board of Supervisors the proper warrants authorizing and requiring the 
Receiver of Taxes to collect the several sums therein mentioned, according to law, and im- 
mediately thereafter to deliver the said Assessment Rolls, with the warrants aforesaid 
annexed thereto, to the said Receiver of Taxes, at the same time notifying the Comptrol- 
ler of the amount of taxes in each book in order that he may cause the proper sum to be 
charged to the Receiver for collection."

of the Corporation, as stated on page 9, amounted to $5,799,500 00 

The following statements show the authority for each loan, and 
the terms upon which they were severally negotiated : 

1. Revenue Bonds op 1863. — The Amended Charter of 1857 
contains the following : 

" § 33. The Common Council shall not have authority to borrow any sums of money 
whatever, on the credit of the Corporation, except in anticipation of the revenue of the 
year in which such loan shall be made, unless authorized by a special act of the Legisla- 
ture." 

The Revised Ordinances of 1859 provide as follows : 

4 * The Comptroller may, from time to time, with the sanction of the Common Council, 
borrow, on the credit of the Corporation, in anticipation of its revenues, such sum or 
sums, not exceeding, in the whole, the amount of such revenues, as may be necessary to 
meet expenditures under appropriations for the current year." — (Valentine's Ordinances, 
1859.— Chap, in, AH. H, § 37.) 

The "sanction of the Common Council," of the loans made upon 
Revenue Bonds in 1863, was given in the ordinance making the an- 
nual appropriations for that year, passed March 26, 1863 : 

" § 3. The Comptroller is hereby authorized to borrow, from time to time, on the credit 
of the Corporation, in anticipation of its revenues, and not to exceed in amount such rev- 
enues, such sums of money as may be necessary to meet expenditures under the appropri- 
ations for the current year (1863), and to issue Revenue Bonds, in the usual form, for the 
moneys so borrowed ; also, to redeem and cancel the said bonds, from time to time, at or 
before the maturity of the same, out of the moneys arising from the revenues aforesaid."

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2. Volunteer Soldiers' Bounty Fund Redemption Bonds. — 
The act (chapter 25), passed March 6, 1863, among other things, pro- 
vides as follows : 

" § 1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the city of New 
York, to borrow, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-three, upon the faith and credit 
of said Corporation, the sum of five hundred thousand dollars, and to issue therefor the 
bonds of said Corporation in the usual form, which shall be known and designated as 
* The Volunteer Soldiers' Bounty Fund Redemption Bonds,' and be payable on the first 
day of November, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, and bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding seven per cent, per annum, payable, semi-annually, on the first day of May and 
November in each year. The money so borrowed shall be applied to the payment and re- 
demption of the 1 Volunteer Soldiers' Bounty Fund Bonds,' payable October first, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, issued under the ordinance of said Corporation, passed September 
second, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and to no other object or purpose whatever." 

The ordinance authorizing the Comptroller to issue the above- 
mentioned bonds was passed September 18, 1863, and is entitled 
" An ordinance to provide for the redemption of the loan of five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, made in 1S62, for the payment of bounties to 
volunteer soldiers." 

The amount issued in 1863 was $490,0 00 00 

These bonds bear interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum, 
payable, semi-annually, on the first day of May and November in 
each year, and the principal is payable on the first day of November, 
1867. 

The premium realized on the above $490,000 of bonds amounted 
to $6,495.88, which was credited to the account of u Volunteer Sol- 
diers' Bounty Redemption Fund." 



3. Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund Bonds No. 4. — 
These bonds were issued in pursuance of an ordinance of the Corpo- 
ration, entitled, " An Ordinance making an appropriation of five hun 
dred thousand dollars for the continuation of the relief now afforded 
to soldiers' families," passed November 8, 1862, and duly legalized 
by an Act of the State Legislature (Chapter 26), passed March 6, 
1863. 

The amount issued in 1863, was. . .$456,900 00 
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The principal of these bonds is payable on the first day of No- 
vember, 1865. They bear interest at the rate of six per cent, per 
annum, payable half-yearly, on the first day of May and November 
in each year. 



4. Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund Bonds No. 5. — 
The Act, Chap. 25, passed March 6, 1863, provides as follows : 

" § 3. It shall likewise be lawful for the said the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty 
of the city of New York, to borrow, from time to time, and to issue their bonds in the 
usual form, for such sum and sums of money as may be required, to enable the said Cor- 
poration to fulfill and make good the pledge made by a resolution of the Common Council 
of said city, passed August 6, 1862, in the following words, to wit : 

" Resolved, That this Common Council does hereby pledge the faith of the Corporation 
of the city of New York to a continuation, without interruption, of the payments at 
present being made, under the ordinance creating the 1 Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid 
Fund No. 8/ approved June 18, 1862, until the termination of the present rebellion, to 
all persons entitled to share in its benefits. 

" Of the bonds issued for moneys borrowed in pursuance of this section, not more than 
five hundred thousand dollars shall be payable in any one year. The first issue thereo 
shall be made payable on the first day of November, 1869, and the succeeding issues shall 
be made payable on the first day of November, in each year, successively, after the said 
year 1869. 

il § 4. The bonds authorized by the last preceding section, shall be known as ' The 
Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund Bonds,' and the successive issues thereof, shall be 
designated by a number to indicate the particular issue, the first issue to be designated as 
No. 5. The said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding seven per cent, per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, on the first day of May and November, in each year, and 
he money so borrowed shall be applied to the purpose of making payments in aid of the 
families of soldiers from the city of New York, in accordance with the terms and condi- 
tions of the said ordinance, passed June 18, 1862." 

The ordinance authorizing the Comptroller to issue the above 
bonds, was passed February 28, 1863, and is entitled, " An Ordinance 
to provide for a continuance of the aid heretofore granted to the 
families of volunteer soldiers from the city of New York, serving in 
the army of the Union." 

The amount issued in 1863, was $500,000 00 

These bonds bear interest at the rate of five per cent, per annum 
payable, semi-annually, on the first day of May and November ; and 
the principal is payable on the first day of November, 1869, 
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A premium was realized on a portion of the above issue, amount- 
ing to $11, which was carried to the credit of the account of 
" Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund." 



5. Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund Bonds No. 6. — 
The issue of these bonds was authorized by an ordinance of the Cor- 
poration, entitled, "An Ordinance to provide for a continuance of the 
aid heretofore granted to the families of volunteer soldiers from the 
city of New York, serving in the army of the Union," passed June 
16, 1863, and in conformity to sections 3 and 4 of Chapter 35, Laws 
of 1863, above mentioned. 

The amount of said issue was $500,000 00 



The principal of these bonds is redeemable on the first day of 
November, 1870. They bear interest at the rate of five per cent, 
per annum, payable, half-yearly, on the first day of May and No- 
vember. 



6. Volunteer Soldiers' Family Aid Fund Bonds No. 7. — 
These bonds were issued in pursuance of an ordinance of the Cor- 
poration, passed October 9, 1863, entitled, "An Ordinance to provide 
for a continuance of the aid heretefore granted to the families of 
volunteer soldiers from the city of New York, serving in the army 
of the 1111101)," and in conformity to the provisions of sections 3 and 4 
of Chapter 25, Laws of 1863, above quoted. 

The amount issued in 1863, was $500,000 00 



These bonds bear interest at the rate of five per cent, per annum, 
payable, semi-annually, on the first day of May and November in 
each year, and the principal is payable November 1, 1871. 

A premium was realized on a portion of the above issue, amount- 
ing to $2.96, which was credited to the account of 44 Volunteer Sol- 
diers' Family Aid Fund." 
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7. Central Park Additional Fund Stock. — The issue of this 
stock was authorized by Chapter 101 of the Laws of 1859, and by 
an ordinance of the Corporation, passed June 6, 1863, entitled, "An 
Ordinance to provide means for extending the area of the Central 
Park. 

The amount issued in 1863, was $1,000,000 00 

The principal of this stock is redeemable on the first day of No- 
vember, 1874, from the Sinking Fund for the Eedemption of the City 
Loan. The interest is at the rate of six per cent, per annum, pay- 
able, quarter-yearly, from taxation. 

There was realized for premium on the above stock, the sum 
of $47,295, which was credited to the account of u Central Park 
Additional Fund." 



8. Central Park Improvement Fund Stock of 1876. — This 
stock was authorized by Chapter 85 of the Laws of 1860, and by an 
ordinance of the Corporation, passed April 25, 1860. 
The amount issued in 1863 was $300,000 00 

The principal of this stock is redeemable on the first day of No- 
vember, 1876, from the Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City 
Debt, and the Act provides that " the said Park shall be, and the 
same is hereby, specially pledged for the redemption thereof." The 
rate of interest on this stock is fixed at six per cent, per annum, and 
is payable, quarter-yearly, from taxation. 

There was realized for premium on the above amount ($300,000), 
the sum of $39,001.40, which was credited to the account of " Cen- 
tral Park Improvement Fund."

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9. The Water Stock op the City of New York op the Year 
1 849 (payable November 1, 1879). — This stock was authorized by 
the Act, Chapter 90, of the Laws of 1849. The amount is limited 
to $600,000, and is " redeemable at a period of time not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty years after the passage of this Act," from 
the Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt. The interest, 
at the rate of five per cent, per annum, is payable, quarter-yearly, 
on the usual quarter days, from the Sinking Fund for the payment 
of Interest on the City Debt.

THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE SINKING FUNDS. 



Article III. of Chapter IX, of the Revised Ordinances of 1859 provides as follows : 

" § 16. It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to keep a correct journal of the proceedings of the said 
Commissioners, to be verified by any four of them, himself being one, and once in each year, or oftener if re- 
quired, to render unto the Common Council a full and detailed report of the proceedings of the said Commis- 
sioners. 

"§17. The said report shall specify the disbursements, purchases, exchanges, and sales made by the 
said Commissioners, the prices at which, and tho parties from whom such purchases, with whom such ex- 
changes, and to whom such sales shall have been made, the amounts and description of the stocks of this city 
purchased by the said Commissioners, the amounts and description of the Stocks of tbis State and c.f the 
United States then held by them, the amounts paid for interest on the City Slocks, with a detailed statement 
of the receipts and the unemployed moneys in the City Treasury to the credit of each division of the Sinking 
Fund." 



In compliance with the above requirement, the following statements are sub- 
mitted : 

THE SINKING FUND FOR THE REDEMPTION OF THE CITY DEBT. 

This Fund was created by an ordinance of the Corporation, approved August 9, 
1813, in pursuance of a recommendation of Hon. Thomas R. Mercein, then Comp- 
troller of the city, who, in a communication presented to the Common Couucil on 
the 19th April, 1813, set forth the advantages expected to be derived from its estab- 
uient. ( Vide Manuscript Journal of the G. C. y vol. 26, page 379, &c.)

THE SINKING FUND FOR THE REDEMPTION OF THE CITY MBT-(Cottisued). 
Investments made by tiik Commissioners. — Article III. of Chapter IX. of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1859, provides as follows: m 

§ 6. The said Commissioners shall, from time to time, invest the moneys which shall constitute the Sink- 
ing Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt, or as much as they can, in the purchase of Stocks created by 
the Corporation of the city of New York, at the market price, not exceeding the par va'ue thereof ; and if, at 
any time, such investments cannot be made at par, then the said Commissioners shall bo authorized to invest 
the said moneys, or such part thereof as they may see fit, either in the purchase of the said Stock or th* 
Stock of the State of New York, or the Stock of the United States, notwithstanding such Stock may be above 
the par value thereof. 

§7. The powers conforred on tin said Commissioners in the preceding section of this article shall be so 
construed as to render it imi>orativo on the said Commissioners, at all times, to give preference to the pur- 
chased of City Stock, if the same can be procured at a reasonable rate.

§ 10. Whenever any of the moneys constituting " The Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt," 
shall be required for any such purchases or investments as are in this article before mentioned, or for the re 
remption cf any of the City Stocks at their maturity, the amount of money respectively required shall bo paid 
from the Treasury, by warrant signed by the said Commissioners, or any four of them, the Comptroller being 
one. 

§ 11. All stocks and securities which shall be purchased by the said Commissioners shall be transferred to 
the said Commissioners ; and ail transfers thereof, when disposed of, pursuant to the provisions of this 
chapter, shall be made by the said Commissioners, o* any four of them, of whom the Comptroller shall be 
ooo. 

§ 12. The City Stock which shall bo purchased by the Commissioners shall not bo canceled by them until 
the final redemption of the said Stock, and ail interest accruing thoreon shall regularly be carried to the said 
Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt.

COURT FEES AND FINES. 



The Police District Courts The Act, Chap. 264. passed April, 16, 1858, entitled, 44 An Act 

in relation to the appointment of Police Justices' Clerks, in the city of New York, and their 
duties," provides as follows : 

§ 3. All fines imposed by tho several Police Courts shall be received by the justices' clerks thereof, respect- 
ively, who shall return the samo monthly, under oath, to the Chamberlain of said city. 

§ 4. Before entering upon the duties of their office, tho said Clerks, appointed as aforesaid, shall severally 
tike and subscribe, before the Clerk of the county, the oath of office prescribed by the Constitution, which 
oath shall he filed in tho office of said County Clork. They shall also severally execute a bond, to the people 
of the State, in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, with sufficient sureties, to be approvod by the City 
Comptroller, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties according to law, which bond shall be 
filed in the office of tho said Comptroller. 

Chap. 491, of the Laws of 1859, provides as follows : 

§ 5. * * * * All fines collected by Wardens of prisons shall be paid by them to the Clerks of tho Courts 
by whom said fines were imposed ; and said Clerks shall return the same, monthly, under oath, to tho County 
Treasurer, with the names of the persons paying the same, and the amount paid by each. 

The Act, Chap. 508, of the Laws of I860, provides : 

§ 13. Whenever any recognizance to keep the peace, or to be of good behavior, shall be discharged before 
the expirati n of the period for which it shall have been taken, tbe Court or magistrate discharging may 
require, as a condition of such discharge, that a fine, not to exceed the amount a Police Justice in said city is 
now authorized to inflict for disorderly conduct tending to a breach of the peace, shall be paid, for the use of 
tbe city or county of New York, as the case may bo. and all fines so paid into any Police Court of said city, 
or into the Court of Special Sessions, aforesaid, shall be paid into tho city or county treasury, as the case may 
be, under like provisions as now exist for the payment of fines collected in either of said Courts, for the use 
of said city or county. 

$16. Whenever a recognizmce to keep the peaco, or to bo of good behavior, shall be ordered by any 
magistrate or court in said city and county, the said magistrate or Court may require the person so ordered to 
enter into such recognizance, to pay one dollar a3 the cost of such proceeding, and in default of payment 
thereof, may commit the person so ordered to prison until the samo bo paid, for a period not to exceed one 
day. All costs collected, in pursuance of this section, shall be paid over forthwith, if collected in a Court of 
Record, to the Clerk of such Court ; and if collected in a Police Court, or elsewhere, to the Chief Clerk of the 
Police Court of the district in which such costs shall have been levied. All moneys so collected shall be paid 
oyer to the city or county treasury, as the case may be, in like manner, and for a like purpose as other costs, 
fees, fines, or emoluments are now directed by law to be paid by such Clerks.

() 73. It shall bo the duty of the Clerk of each of these Courts to collect and receive all the fees thereof, « 
to account for and pay the same into the City Treasury, monthly, under oath, on the first day of c - *" ~ 
every month, or within three days thereafter, which account shall contain the title of each case 
amount of fees received therein, and the salary of such Clerk shill not be paid uutil he shall haves 
and paid, and ho shall perform no service until he shall have received the legal foes thereof. 

§ 74. Every Clerk hereafter appointed shall, before he enters on the performance of his duty, execute, Mi 
file with the Clerk of the city and county of New York, a bond, in the i>enal sum of five thousand dollars, wtJ 
two or more sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Mayor or one of the Judges of the Court of Ctannejl 
Pleas (such approval to be indorsed thereon), to the effect that he will faithfully perform the duties of fc:

He shall also state therein, Item be 
item, an account of (/ulcers' or Court Fees paid by him, and on what account, and when they were i» 
spectively paid, and shall exhibit at the foot of the account the balance thereof, whether for or against tC 
Corporation.

1 27. If the account shall exhibit a balance in his hands in favor of the Corporation , ho shall forthwith pay 
rioch ba'ance to the Charab »rlain, and shall thereupon receive from tho Chamberlain a voucher for the 
meot thereof, which he shall forthwith, on tho sarao day, exhibit to the Comptroller, and shall at the same 
ie leave with him a copy thereof. 

\ 28. If the account exhibit a balance against the Corporation, the Comptroller, upon being satisfied of the 
rtectness thereof, shall draw a warrant in favor of the Corporation Attorney for the amount of such bal- 
oe ; but in every such caso he shall report the fact, with the account so rendered, to the Common Council.

re:y fastened up, and said trap-door to be closed, on the completion of the business of each day in such 
:ore or building ; and for every violation of tho provisions of this section, or of any of them, the owner or 
wrs,occupa tor occupants, of any such store or building, sha 1 bo iiablo to a pena.ty of fifty dollars for each 
every offense. 

$2. The penalties imposed by this chapter shtll, whnn recovered, be paid by the Attorney to the Corpora- 

Jn to tin Treasurer of tho Fire Department of the city of Now York, for the use and benefit of said Fire 

Department. 

\t. It shall be the duty of the Fire Wardens of ths city of New York to examine into all violations of this 
Qlaapter,and to give, or cause to be given, a notice, in writing, signed by at least one of them, to tho owner or 
**Woers, occupant or occupants, or by leaving such notice with any person of sui able age on the premises, 
■"*«jiiiring such cause of violation to bo removed within ton days aftor serving such notice ; if said violation is 
■*«»t removed, to report the same, in writing, to the Corporation Attorney.

Gentlemen— In obedience to the requirements of the Statutes of the State of New York, 
weherewith transmit to you copies of the Assessment Rolls of the Real and Personal Estate 
of the city and county of New York for the year 1863, as corrected and revised in this office 
from the assessments made by the Deputies appointed by law to make such assessments. 

We have prepared a table showing the aggregate value of the real estate in the several 
Wards as compared with the valuations of 1862, together with a similar statement as to 
personal property. This table you will find annexed. 

It is proper that we should state to your Board that a number of certiorari cases* are 
now pending before the Courts, in which it is complained that the Commissioners in assess- 
ing United States Securities have done so in error. It is for your Board to take such action 
in the premises as you may deem proper.

*The Act (Chapter 302) entitled, 44 An Act in relation to Taxes and Assessments in the City 
of New York, and to amend the several Acts in relation thereto," passed April 14, 1859, pro- 
vides as follows : 

" § 20. A certiorari to review and correct on the merits any decision or action of the said 
Commissioners under section ten or eleven of this Act, shall be allowed by the Supreme Court 
or any Judge thereof, directed to the said Commissioners, on the petition of the party aggrieved, 
and shall, with the return, be heard and decider! forthwith by said Court, in preference to all 
other matters, actions, or proceedings." 
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ASSESSMENTS FOB TAXES IN 1863. 



The Act, Chap. 302, of the Laws of 1859, among other things, provides as fol - 
lows : 

" ^ 7. It shall be the duty of the Deputy Tax Commissioners, under the direction of the Commissioners of 
" Taxes and Assessments, to assess all the, taxable property rn the several districts that may be assigned to 
" them for that purpose by said Commissioners, and shall furnish to them, under oath, a detailed statement 
"of all such property; that said Deputies having personally examined each and every house, building, lot, 
11 pier, or other assessable property, giving the street and ward, map number of such real estate embraced 
«' within said districts, together with the name of the occupant or owner if known ; also, in their judgment, 
" the sum for which such property, under ordinary circumstances, would sell, with such other information, 
'•in detail, relative to personal property or otherwise, as the said Commissioners may, from time to time, 
<• require. Such Deputies shall commence to assess real nnd personal estate on the first Monday of September, 
" in each and every year."

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BEPOET OF THE RECEIVES OF TAXES.

Hon Matthew T. Brennan, Comptroller: 

Sir— Early in January I transmitted my Annual Report, containing a full statement of 
the transactions of this Bureau since January, 1863. The figures will exhibit an unusual 
amount of collections, the taxes of 1863 having been more promptly met than any pre- 
vious year, as the returns on the 1st of June next to the Bureau of Arrears will clearly 
demonstrate. 

On the 5th of October last I commenced the receiving of taxes for 1863, on personal 
estate, and an unwarranted pressure of business devolved upon this Bureau; in the anxiety 
to prevent any detention to the tax-payers, an unavoidable haste ensued. Parties paying 
taxes are, in my opinion, more open to blame than the clerks. Directions obvious to all 
are distributed throughout the office, urging upon tax-payers the necessity of retaining 
their ward numbers from year to year, to ignore the street numbers entirely, and to locate 
their property before offering to pay. The custom, however, has been, with many tax- 
payers, to hurry with the bills received (in some crises without even examining them) to 
the desk for settlement, impatient of the delay that a late return of the books into my 
possession must of necessity occasion. 

By delivering the tax-books into my hands, in conformity with law, on the 1st of 
September, most of these inconveniences would be obviated, ample time would be 
allowed for examination of bills rendered, and the receipt of money would be more 
gradual. 

I have conformed in every particular to the laws of publication, &c, governing this 
Bureau. Of necessity I have been forced to a more decisive method of collecting personal 
taxes against Incorporated Companies. The collections have to be perfected before the 
adjournment of the State Legislature, to enable the Comptroller of the city to fix the 
amount of funds required for the ensuing year, previous to the passage of the Tax Levy 
by the Legislature. That duty, although unusual, has, I am happy to state, been accom 
plished without any delay, and, in most cases, with good feeling on both sides. 

Alterations are imperatively necessary. Many of the impediments to a perfect system, 
in the collection of taxes would be removed by more enlarged office-room. The space now 
occupied to collect a yearly amount exceeding twelve millions of dollars is so contracted 
as to much interfere with both tax-payers and clerks. The Money Department, as well as 
the desks of the outside clerks, during business hours, are so densely crowded as at times 
to interrupt any further business. I therefore urge a more enlarged space for the office 
under my custody. 

I would also recommend an addition in the number of permanent clerks, the amount 
of collections having increased over one-third since 1857, without any addition to the 
clerical force of this office.

BOARD OF REVISION AND CORRECTION OF ASSESSMENTS. 

Mattiiew T. Brennan, Comptroller, Chairman. 
John E. Develin, Counsel to the Corporation. 
John T. Hoffman, Recorder. 
Richard A. Storrs, Cleric. 

Prior to the year 1861, all assessments made in pursuance of law for building 
wells, erecting pumps, pitching, paving, regulating, and repairing streets, construct, 
ing sewers, fencing vacant lots, and all other improvements directed by Corporation 
ordinance, for which an assessment might be made, were required to be ratified and 
confirmed by the Common Council. 

By an Act of the State Legislature (chap. 308), passed April 17, 1861, the follow- 
ing change was made : 

Section 1. * * * * * The power and authority now vested in the Common Council of said city, rela- 
tive to assessment lists and the confirmation thereof, is hereby devolved upon and vested exclusively in the 
Comptroller, Counsel to the Corporation, and Recorder of said city, who together shall constitute a Board of 
Revision and Correction of all such assessment lists, and the vote of a majority of such Board shall decide all 
questions in regard thereto. The revision of such assessment lists shall be made without delay, so that the 
same shall be confirmed within thirty days from the time they shall, respectively, be presented for confirma- 
tion, and if not so confirmed, they shall be deemed to be confirmed at the expiration of thirty days from the 
time they shall be, respectively, so presented for confirmation. All assessment lists pending before the Com- 
mon Council for confirmation at the time of ths passage of this act shall bo forthwith presented to the said 
Board of Revision and Correction for confirmation, as herein provided. 

The ofticers above named held their first meeting at the Comptroller's office 
May 22, 18G1. The Comptroller was elected Chairman, and it was ordered that all 
future meetings of the Board, when not otherwise directed, should be held at the 
call of the Chairman. At a subsequent meeting, Richard A. Storrs was appointed 
Clerk of the Board.
